THIS  Hofpital  was  inftituted  in  Augujl  1745,  for 
Sick  and  Lame  Patients,  but  in  1747  the  Governors 
extended  their  Plan  to  the  Relief  of  the  pregnant  Wives  of 
reduced  Tradefmen,  poor  Mechanics,  Sailors,  Soldiers,  &*c. 
being  the.firft  and  only  Example  of  this  Sort  of  Charity 
within  the  Kingdom.  The  convenient  Situation  of  the 
Hofpital  occafioning  greater  Numbers  to  apply  for  Ad- 
mittance than  the  Building  could  contain,  and  it  being 
ftill  incomplete,  the  Governors  unanimously  refolved  in 
1775  to  complete  the  fame,   by   building  an   Eaft  Wing, 

A  which 
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which  is  now  erected  and  covered  in;  and  though  there 
is  wanting  a  confiderable  Sum  to  finifh  and  furnifh  it, 
yet  they  are  induced  to  hope  that,  when  the  immenfe 
Utility  of  Hofpitals  to  the  Public  is  confidered,  by  fav- 
ing  the  Lives  and  reftoring  to  Health  fuch  Numbers  of 
laborious  Poor,  it  will  meet  with  all  the  Encouragement 
it  deferves,  efpecially  from  the  Ladies,  whofe  amiable  At- 
tributes of  Tendernefs  and  Compaflion  have  always  been 
eminently  difplayed  on  fuch  Occafions* 

It  is  intended,  when  the  Eaft  Wing  fhall  be  finiihed, 
to  remove  the  Lying-in  Wards  into  it,  which  is  parti- 
cularly adapted  for  that  Purpofe,  having  a  feparate  Vefti- 
bule  and  Door  into  the  Court- Yard,  that  Ladies  may 
conveniently  vifit  the  Lying-in  Women  ;  as  it  has  no  Con- 
nexion with  the  Sick  and  Lame  Wards. 

Benefactors  of  one  Hundred  Pounds,  or  upwards,  and 
Subfcribers  of  Ten  Guineas  per  Ann.  are  entitled  to  re- 
commend as  many  Sick  and  Lame  Patients,  or  Lying-in 
Women  as  they  think  fit. 

Benefa&ors  of  Fifty  Pounds,  or  Subfcribers  of  Five 
Guineas  per  Ann.  are  entitled  to  recommend  annually  Five 
Lying-in  Women,  and  Five  Sick  or  Lame  Patients,  and 
what  Number  of  Out-Patients  they  think  fit. 

Benefa&ors  of  Thirty  Guineas,  or  Subfcribers  of  Three 
Guineas  per  Ann.  are  Governors,  and  are  entitled  to  re- 
commend Two  Lying-in  Women,  and  Three  Sick  and 
Lame  In-Patients  annually,  and  as  many  Out-Patients  as 
they   think  fit. 

Ladies 
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Ladies  fubfcribing  as  above,  are  entitled  to  vote  by 
Proxy  ar  all  Ele&ions  of  Officers  to  the  Hofpital ;  fuch 
Proxy  being  delivered  by  a  Governor  fpecifying  for  whom 
they  Vote, 

Subfcriptions  and  Benefa&ions  are  received  by  the 
Treafurers  and  at  the  Hofpital.
